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The prior art combinations cited by the Examiner do not teach or suggest the claimed 
loose tube optical fiber cable having, in relevant part, an 85% fill factor m a two inch 
duct and greater than 1000 optical fibers loosely contained in four or five tubes disposed 
around a central strength member. The prior art taught away from the claimed loose tube 
cable i e buffer tubes disposed around a central strength member, to achieve a high 
fiber count while maintaining Ihe claimed fill factor. See Logan article, of record and 
cited at page 2, paragraph 2 of specification, which suggests use of single tube and slotted 
core designs to achieve high fiber count. 
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
